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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of, 

the claimed invention: 

Species I: Fig. 6 - Epi-illumination array microscope with polarizing elements 
Species II: Fig. 7 - Epi-illumination array microscope with offset beam splitter 
Species III: Fig. 8 - Epi-illumination array microscope with element to modify 
illumination wavefront 

Species IV: Fig. 10 - Epi-illumination array microscope with additional light source 
Species V: Fig. 1 1 - Epi-illumination array microscope with additional multiple-axis 
system 

Species VI: Fig. 12 - Epi-illumination array microscope with side detection 

If the applicant elects Species III, a further election is required as set forth: 

Species A: Element is for modifying a phase of imaging wavefront 

Species B: Element is for modifying an amplitude of imaging wavefront 

Species C: Element is for differential interference contrast 

Species D: Element is for producing targeted obscurations 

Species E: Element is for modifying a phase of illumination wavefront 

Species F: Element is for modifying an amplitude of illumination wavefront 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
